Concerned calls for pets on the rise during cold snap 

Record low temperatures can be dangerous for pets

Central Alberta experi¬ 
enced a harsh cold snap, 
with temperatures plung¬ 
ing to -50 degrees Celsius 
with the wind chill. 

While the intense cold 
can be hard on humans, it 
can sometimes be even 
harder on pets, specifically 
outdoor dogs, and the feral 
cat population. 

Animal control officers 
and even the RCMP have 
received an increase in 
concerned calls regarding 
pets left outdoors in the 
bitter cold, which is normal 
for this time of year 
according to Peace Officer 


sidering the extremely low 
temperatures, it can be 
very detrimental to the 
furry parties involved. 

"When it’s -4G with wind 
chill, people get con¬ 
cerned, if they see a dog 
out in cold weather unat¬ 
tended," said Sutherland. 
“When we get a call like 
that we investigate the 
complaint and inspect the 
property for the dog’s safe¬ 
ty, and if we see that the 
complaint is valid, we’ll 
enter into dialogue with the 
owners.” 

“Owners usually aren’t 
trying to do the wrong 
thing though, they just 
don’t realize it, and educat¬ 
ing them a bit usually 


resolves the matter,” said 
Sutherland. “In some 
instances though, like 
when we cannot locate the 
dog, multiple complaints 
are phoned in over time or 
the owners are not co-oper¬ 
ative, charges are laid 
under the Animal 
Protection Act.” 

The Animal Protection 
Act requires that no person 
shall cause an animal dis¬ 
tress, distress being 
defined as a lack of ade¬ 
quate shelter, food, water, 
or in instances of extreme 
heat or cold. 

“Most dogs left outside 
are considered “outside" 
dogs, these dogs are typi¬ 
cally very good with cold 
weather, they can with¬ 


stand the cold,” said 
Sutherland. “However, 
even in these cases they 
still need specific things.” 

Even large, thick-furred, 
cold-weather enjoying 
dogs require certain types 
of food and shelter so as 
not to cause the dog dis¬ 
tress and keep them 
healthy in extreme cold. 

Outdoor shelters and 
doghouses, for example, 
should have protection 
from the wind and no 
holes, nor a large entrance¬ 
way, which can create a 
wind tunnel. 

However, the entrance¬ 
way is also needed to help 
give the shelter ventilation, 
so that the interior does 
not become damp and cold 


due to moisture from the 
snow or the dog’s breath 
and body. 

Sufficient bedding is usu¬ 
ally a generous amount of 
hay or straw, as carpets or 
blankets can flatten down 
and freeze in time. 

Snow and frozen water is 
not a sufficient water 
source for dogs in the cold, 
but it can be tricky to get a 
dog to drink when the tem¬ 
perature is low. 

“Like humans, dogs don’t 
always perceive thirst 
when it’s cold out,” said 
Sutherland. 

Sutherland went on to 
say t hat a specialist recom¬ 
mendation is to add a 
broth, meat chunks or bits 
of food to warm water to 


bait it and coax the dog to 
drink that way. 

There are also a number 
of calls that come in 
regarding concern for feral 
cats spotted in (he area 

“This time of year is pret¬ 
ty hard on the feral cat pop¬ 
ulation; their extremities 
are susceptible to frost¬ 
bite,” said Sutherland. “It’s 
important to have your cat 
spayed or neutered if they 
venture outdoors to help 
reduce the population.” 

Questions, concerns, or 
reports can be called in to 
the animal control officer 
or peace officer, or contact 
your local vet for addition¬ 
al health information and 
pointers during the cold 
weather.

Youth tobacco access 
problem needs solution

Anti-smoking groups in 
Alberta have been working 
very biird over the past decade 
to reduce youth tobacco use - 
and lo encourage other young

habit in the first place. 

Those efforts have included 
lobbying the province to impose strict limits on cig¬ 
arette displays in convenience stores. 

The government has also taken action by passing 
legislation that makes it unlawful for anyone under 
the age of 18 to possess any tobacco product. 

And while the anti-smoking lobby lias undoubt¬ 
edly convinced a good many young people to reject 
tobacco use, many other youths, including under¬ 
age boys and girls, continue to smoke and chew. 

Now the findings of a survey conducted by 
Alberta Action on Smoking and Health, an anti¬ 
smoking lobjby group, point to at least one mqjor 
crack in the anti-youth-smoking effort in this 
province. 

ASH recently conducted an undercover opera¬ 
tion where it used 16- and 17-year-olds to attempt 
to purchase cigarettes at convenience stores in 
urban and rural communities. 

The survey found that two-thirds of convenience 
store clerks approached were prepared to sell 
tobacco products to young people - even when the 
shoppers produced identification showing they 
were in fact underage. 

“These results are appalling,” said ASH 
spokesperson Les Hagen. “We have a problem in 
this province with retailers selling tobacco to 
minors.” 

The findings point to a need for Alberta to do 
more to stop youths getting their hands on tobacco 
products, he says. 

“We are calling for effective provincial legislation 
to curb tobacco sales to minors,” he said. 

As well as asking for tougher legislation, the ASH 
is also floating a fairly radical new idea - that 
tobacco product sales in Alberta be restricted to 
adult-only retail shops. 

“Tobacco sales need to be regulated in a manner 
similar to liquor sales with the potential for licence 
suspensions and higher fines,” he said. 

While restricting tobacco sales to outlets were 
young people are not permitted would certainly 
curtail youth access to cigarettes and chew, such a 
move would also raise a big question. 

That is, why should law-abiding convenience 
store retailers who currently make a portion of 
their income selling tobacco to adults lose 
that income because of the dishonesty of other 
owners? 

While no one can argue that young people should 
be kept well away from tobacco products, this new 
ASH proposal may actually be taking things a step 
too far. 

Wouldn’t dramatically increasing fines for violat¬ 
ing convenience store clerks and owners be a bet¬ 
ter, and far simpler, solution to the youth tobacco 
access problem?

Kids need the elementary school achievement tests

cent and 20 per cent of them have rec¬ 
ognized sjxx-ial needs. 

Using the interactive features on the 
Institute’s website, www.com- 
pareschoolnmkings.org, the team can, 
in seconds, identify other schools in 
the province whose students have sim¬ 
ilar family and jx^rsonal characteristics 
and yet have achieved generally Itetter 
results over the past five years. 

With that information in hand, the 
team can get practical ideas for 
improvement from their colleagues at 
the higher performing schools and per¬ 
haps adopt those schools’ actual 
results as achievable targets. Who ben¬ 
efits from these well-designed 
improvement plans? The students, of 
course. 

But Lukaszuk says that’s a misuse of 
data and won’t be tolerated. 

Here’s another example: Teaching 
teams can directly use the PAT results 
to the benefit of their students. The 
results show the team the specific 
areas of the curriculum that have been 
mastered by their students and areas in 
which the students fell short. This feed¬ 
back can be used to focus improve¬ 
ment of the teaching team’s methods 
on the areas that need it the most. 

It’s hard to see how improving teach¬ 
ing effectiveness can be considered a 
misuse of the PAT data 

Them are many other ways that edu¬ 
cators, parents, researchers, and 
schrxil lx>ard and ministry officials can 
use the PAT data and the Institute’s 
report cards to help provide a better 
education to Alberta’s children. 

Indeed, with all the positive contri¬ 
butions the PATs can make to the 
future of the province, why Is the gov¬ 
ernment committed to getting rid of 


them? 

The arguments offered by the minis¬ 
ter and Premier Alison Redford for 
eliminating the tests should receive a 
failing grade. Lukaszuk’s only argu¬ 
ment for ditching the tests Is that the 
Fraser Institute uses the results to pro¬ 
duce school performance reports. 
That's it. Clearly the minister Is not a 
fan of the Institute’s school report 
cards. But surely that is not reason 
enough to eliminate the testing and 
deny the children of Alberta the 
chance of a better education. 

Premier Bedford’s argument for 
eliminating the tests is just as weak. 
The premier reportedly claimed the 
tests should be stopped because they 
are too stressful for kids. She has never 
said why these particular tests are any 
more stressful than any of the other 
dozens of tests that elementary stu¬ 
dents write each school year. 

According to international testing, 
Alberta ranks among the most success¬ 
ful education systems in the world in 
terms of the level of skills among 15- 
year-olds in reading, mathematics, and 
science. The PATs have been an impor¬ 
tant part of the Allxrta educational 
success story for more than two 
decades. 

If Lukaszuk and Redford want to 
ensure that the province offers even 
Ix'tter learning opportunities to all its 
children year after year, they should 
champion the PATs, not eliminate 
them. After all, such testing provides 
the measurements uixin which effec¬ 
tive improvement plans are based.

The Alberta government Is about to 
do something that’s going to hurt kids 
across the province. 

Thomas Lukaszuk, Allx'ria’s educa¬ 
tion minister, says he will end the 
provincewide elementary school 
achievement tests - or PATs as they are 
known - that have been written each 
year for decades by virtually all of the 
province’s Grade 3 and Grade 6 
students. 

While the education minister has 
stated that the PATs will be replaces I 
with another form of assessment, he 
has vowed that any new tests will be 
designed so the results cannot be used 
to compare the academic perfe (nuance 
of students at one school with those at 
another. 

Lukaszuk has decided that compar¬ 
isons, such as those contained in the 
Fraser Institute’s Report Card on 
Allx'rta’s Elementary Schools, are “a 
misuse of the data” Yet, it is precisely 
its comparison-making capacity that 
makes the Fraser Institute’s sch<x»l 
report cards so popular with parents 
and improvement-oriented educators 
alike. 

So why Is it im|x>rtant for anyone to 
be able to compare schools? 

Here’s an example: The principal at 
an elementary schrxil and her primary 
grades teachers an* developing a plan 
to improve their students’ academic 
performance and they want to get 
ideas on what to do and what achiev¬ 
able targets to sot.

On behalf of myself, 
town council and adminis¬ 
tration, I would like to wish 
you all the best of 2012. 

1 wanted to take this 
opportunity to talk about 
Tangible Capital Assets 
(TCA), what they are, and 
what they mean for the 
future. 

About three years ago, 
the provincial government 
made it a requirement for 
all municipalities to 
account for and record the 
value of all assets (streets, 
sidewalks, underground 
piping, equipment and 
facilities, etc.) As well, 
municipalities are required 
to amortize their values 
each year. Think of amorti¬ 
zation as how much of an 
asset is used in a 12-month 
period. This is an effort to 
get a better understanding 
of what the true infrastruc¬ 
ture deficit is in all Alberta 
communities. 

To better understand 


TCA and the amortization 
expense is to think of pur¬ 
chasing a house in 191)1.

The house has a new roof 
that will last approximate¬ 
ly 20 years. In 1999 the 
roof is valued at $ 10,000. 
Every year, the homeown¬ 
er should put away $500 to 
fund the future replace¬ 
ment of the roof. By 2011 
the homeowner would 
have $10,000 in savings to 
purchase a new roof, how¬ 


ever the same roof in 2011 
may cost $15,000, leaving a 
shortfall of $5,(KM). This 
is another issue with TCA 
in that values and amorti¬ 
zation are based upon 
historical cost. 

Every asset has a differ¬ 
ent life cycle expectancy 
ranging front three years 
for computers to 75 years 
for storm water and/or 
sewer lagoons, making the 
recording process some¬ 
what complicated. 

In Didsbury, the total 
value of our TCA was cal¬ 
culated at $5,‘).7M, with 
life-to-date amortization of 
$22.5M giving us a net 
book value of $.12.9M. 

Our amortization 

expense on our assets is 
$1.3M per year. Which 
means in order for the 
town to replace these 
assets within their life 
cycle, we would need to 
put away $1.3M in reserves 
every year. Tin 1 amortiza¬ 


tion expense is based upon 
historical cost and is there¬ 
fore undervaluing the real 
expense of using our 
assets. 

In 2011, the town was 
able to set aside approxi¬ 
mately $3()0K into 
reserves, and in our cur¬ 
rent budget deliberations 
for 2012 council is consid¬ 
ering setting aside $230K 
into reserves for TCA 
amortization expense. 

In talking with other sur¬ 
rounding communities 
about TCA, most are in a 
very similar or even worse 
situation where some are 
not able to put any 
reserves away towards 
TCA depreciation. 

So what do we do? We 
extend the use and life 
cycle of our infrastructure 
for longer periods of time 
in an effort to buy time to 
save the monies needed to 
replace the infrastructure 
(only repair what breaks). 


That is what has been hap¬ 
pening in most municipali¬ 
ties for the past 50+ years 
and why, when repairs 
have to be done, they are 
major repairs because the 
infrastructure completely 
fails due to age and use. 

We could raise taxes to 
build up the reserves need¬ 
ed, which would mean a 10 
to 15 per cent increase to 
taxes just to meet our year¬ 
ly amortization expenses 
of $1.3M, which is not a 
realistic option. 

My concern is that if 
municipalities go down 
the road of funding their 
yearly TCA amortization, 
the province might look 
and see all those reserves 
which have been built up 
and ultimately cut back on 
grant funding to munici¬ 
palities, pushing the bur¬ 
den back onto the local 
taxpayer. 

Questions need to be 
asked of our provincial 


government. What are its 
plans going forward with a 
new leader in place and an 
election looming, and how 
is it going to commit to 
helping fund this nuyor 
infrastructure deficit that 
all Alberta municipalities, 
urban and rural, have been 
facing for years? 

Council and administra¬ 
tion are doing our best to 
manage the town’s TCA to 
maximize the life and 
value of these assets, but 
we can only do so much 
until the money runs out. 
We need predictable long¬ 
term funding from the 
province so that we can 
properly plan, repair or 
replace infrastructure on a 
priority basis that best 
serves all residents and 
businesses in Didsbury 
without it becoming a 
msyor tax burden to our 
taxpayers.

Following the success of the 2011 Mountain View Arts 
Festival (part of the Alberta Art Days celebrations), 
organizers and volunteers have taken a new step forward. 

The new Mountain View Arts Society has been approved 
for a non-profit society, and will be able to assist and par¬ 
ticipate in various artistic events in Mountain View 
County. 

A brainstorming session for the society was held on 
January 16 at the Community Engagement Site at 
Didsbury High School to determine what the community 
would like the society to become and do and to incorpo¬ 
rate the brainstormed wishes into the society’s new set of 
group bylaws. 

“We'll take what we learned on [the brainstorming 
evening] and forward it to our plan of action,” said chair 
Kathleen Windsor, who went on to say that there was an 
excellent attendance and energy during the meeting. 

“We received 20 to 30 new ideas. 1 really felt that, all 
along, this is the most creative group of people 1 have ever 
worked with," said Windsor. “You can’t help hut feel good 
at these get-togethers, everyone is so energized and 
creative.” 

While the society is still laying down its foundations, it’s 
still a bit too early to announce what prospects the group 
is hoping to get involved with, and what plans will be for 
2012’s Mountain View Arts Festival. 

“We re looking at things but we haven’t committed to 
any yet,” said Windsor. “Eventually we’ll be promoting 
artists, drama clubs at the schools—our focus can be 
expanded to anything." 

As to why the society has just now come to be, Windsor 
said it was what came next after the success of last year’s 
festival. 

“We needed to move forward," Windsor said. “So over 
the Christmas holidays we applied to be a non-profit soci¬ 
ety. We knew we could do more that way." 

“There is nothing but value in promoting the arts in our 
community,” Windsor added. “We are covering more than 
just Didsbury. There are more artists per capita in this 
area of Alberta alone, and more people need to see what 
they can do. They need more exposure, and sometimes 
they don’t have the budget to do so.” 

“It's about all of the artists coming together, that was the 
beauty of the festival. Through the society they can share 
and network, that’s what this is going to do, bring them all 
together.”
